THE  DATA 

£l)  JOSEPH  MAPES  appears  in  the  Rate  List  of  Southold,  L.I*,  on  Sept.  16,  1675 

(Ref.  1,  V.2,  P.448). 

(2)  JOSEPH  MAPES,  of  Southold,  on  Deo.  8,  1678,  was  granted  permission  to  buy 
land  at  Brookhaven,  L.I.,  and  settle  there  (Ref.  2,  Vol.  1,  P.63). 

(3)  JOSEPH  MAPES  bought  property  as  follows: 

DEC.  10,  1678  -  Lend  at  Brookhaven  from  John  Tooker  (Ref.  2,  V.l,  P.64). 

JUNE  30,  1684  -  Land  from  Thomas  Osmond  (Ref. 3,  V.2,  P.325). 

SEPT. 18,  1684  -  House  and  Land  at  Hashamomnck  from  Thomas  Osmanj  wit¬ 
nesses  -  Thomas  Mapes  and  Stephen  Bayley  (Ref.  3,  V.l,  P.422). 

DEC.  2,  1695  -  Land  at  Southold  from  Constant  Sylvester  of  Shelter 
Island  (Ref.  3,  V.2,  P.327). 

(4)  JOSEPH  MAPES  with  wife  Ruth  Mapes  and  son  Joseoh  Mapes,  Jr.  are  shown  in 
1698  census  of  Southhold,  L.I.  (Ref.  1,  V.l,  P.  673). 

(5)  JOSEPH  MAPES,  of  Southold,  in  1700  requested  that  a  Quaker  meeting  be 
established  there  onoe  a  year  (Ref.  5,  V.3,  P.218). 

(6)  On  May  13,  1700,  John  Champion  of  Hemsted,  L.I.,  Yeoman,  had  deeded  to  him  . 
330  acres  of  land  in  Gloucester  County,  West  Jersey,  on  Cooper's  Creek,  lying 
between  property  of  John  Wright,  John  Shivers  and  Henry  Johnson  (Ref.13,  Vol. 21, 
P.684). 

(7)  JOSEPH  MAPES,  SR.,  of  Southold,  L.I.,  died  Jan.  5,  1706/7,  and  Ruth  Mapes, 
his  wife,  died  Dec.  15,  1712  (Ref.  4,  Pages  9  and  10). 

(8)  JOSEPH  MAPES,  son  of  Joseph  Mapes  of  Egg  Harbor,  N.J.,  was  born  "ye  25th 
of  7  mo.  1714"  (Ref.  12,  Shelf  List  L<l4a). 

(9)  JOSEPH  MAPES  was  drowned  at  Tuckahoe,  N.J.,  on  Oot.  28,  1714  and  was  not 
found  until  two  days  later  (Ref.  6,  V.3,  P.433). 

10)  MARY  STEELMAN,  wife  of  Joseph  Mapes  and  daughter  of  Andrew  Steelman,  was 
born  1714 i  she  died  1797  (Ref,  12,  Shelf  List  L.14a). 

11)  ROBERT  CHAMPION  and  Mary  Maypes  were  married  by  John  Townsend,  Justioe  of 
Peaoe,  on  June  17,  1715.  At  this  marriage,  after  the  groom  and  bride  signed, 
the  next  throe,  as  witnesses,  are  John  Champion,  Peter  Corson  and  Deborah  Corson 
being/ according  to  Quaker  custom,  the  groom's  father,  and  the  bride's  parents. 
(Ref.  6,  V.l,  P.383). 

12)  NATHANIEL  CHAMPION  and  Mary  Combe  at  Fall  Meeting  on  8th  of  9th  month,  1715 
were  accorded  liberty  to  marry  (Ref.  5,  Vol.  II,  P.988). 

13)  JOHN  CHAMPION,  of  Waterford,  Gloucester  County,  N.J.,  dated  his  Will 
Nov.  11,  1717 1  it  was  proved  Aug.  21,  1727.  In  it  he  names  children:  Thomas, 
Robert,  Nathaniel,  Sarah,  Mary,  Elisabeth  and  Phebe.  The  executors  were  to  be 
son  Robert  and  son  in  law  John  Wright.  The  latter,  on  Aug.  16,  1727  wished  to 
be  relieved  from  such  duties  saying  he  was  ancient,  weakly  and  sioklyj  on  Aug. 

21  ,  1727, -Nathaniel  Champion  filod  bond  as  Administrator  with  the  Will  annexed. 
(Ref.  14,  V.l,  P.87). 

(14)  JONATHAN  BELTON,  Gloucester,  and  Mary  Champion,  Gloucester,  on  Apr.  19, 

1728,  were  licenced  to  marry  (Ref.  13,  Vol.  22,  P.22).

His  daughters  were  Hannah,  Judith  and 
Mary  (Ref.  14,  V.  2,  P.447). 

(23)  JOSEPH  MAPES  and  Mary  Somers  were  married  3-26-1746.  Their  ohildren  were: 
Edmund,  born  1747,  and  Milisent,  born  1752  (Ref.  12,  Shelf  List  L.14a). 


(24)  PETER  CHAMPION,  Gloucester,  and  Anne  Ellis,  Gloucester,  on  June  14, i  1746, 
were  licenced  to  marry  (Ref.

(25)  LYDOMIA  (should  be  Syndonia)  BELTON,  of  Gloucester,  and  John  Dickenson,  of 
Salem,  on  Oct.  27,  1747,  were  licenced  to  marry  (Ref.  13,  V.  22,  P.45). 

(26)  The  Will  of  NATHANIEL  CHAMPION,  of  Waterford,  Gloucester  Co.,  Yeoman, 
was  dated  April  19,  1748  and  affirmed  June  10,  1748.  Those  mentioned  were: 

Wife  Mary;  Children,  Elizabeth,  Nathaniel,  Sarah,  Eenjamin  and  Thomas.  Wife  Mary 
and  Samuel  Shivers  were  appointed  executors.

(34)  The  Estate  of  JOHN  CQATE  of  Great  Egg  Harbor,  Gloucester  Co.,  Carpenter, 
was  administered  by  Joseph  Mapes,  Weaver,  who  was  appointed  on  June  7,  1777.  His 
accounting  was  dated  Nov.  3,  1777  (Ref.  14,  Vol.  V,  P.98). 

(35)  ANDREW  BLACKMAN,  of  Great  Egg  Harbor,  Gloucester  Co.  in  his  Will  dated  • 
Nov.  5,  1785,  mentions  daughter  Susannah  Mapes  and  also  Edmond  Mapes,  who, 
apparently,  from  the  text  of  the  Will,  was  her  husband  (Ref.  14,  V.  6,  P.46).

JOSEPH  MAPErTTRE: 


JOSEPH*  MAPES,  a  Quaker,  of  Southold,  L.I.  was  in  Erookhaven,  L.I.  as  early 
as  1675  (No.l).  He  and  his  wife  Ruth  had  one  child,  Joseph,  Jr,,  of  record  in  1698 
(No. 4).  Joseph,  the  father,  died  Jan.  5,  1706/7,  and  Ruth,  his  wife,  died  Deo.  15, 
1712}  both  at  Southold,  L.I.  (No.7). 

THE JR  SON: 

JOSEPH  Wa££s  went  to  South  Jersey  (No, 8).  He  married  Mary  Corson,  daughter 
of  Peter  Corson  and  his  wife  Deborah  (see  Remarks).  Joseph  was  drowned  Oct. 28,  1714 
(No. 9);  his  wife  Mary  survived  him  and  married  secondly  Robert  Champion  (No.ll).

A  John  Eastlack  made  a  7/ill  dated  Nov.  1,  1782}  no  wife 
was  mentioned  (No.  37). 

In  view  of  the  possibility  that  the  first  three  Johns  may  not 
have  been  the  same  individual,  Mary  Eellton  might  have  been  an  only 
wife,  a  first  or  a  second  wife.  We  have  seen  no  birth  or  baptismal 
records  of  cny  children  of  John  Eastlack  and  Mary  Bellton}  Mr. Corson 
in  Ref.  16  believes  there  are  no  such  records. 

Assuming  that  John, Jr.  was  brother  to  the  four  children  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  will  of  John  Eastlack  (No. 37),  we  have  been  able 
ns  yet  to  find  marriage  records  for  only  Mary  and  John,  Jr., 
which,  from  the  dates  indicate  that  the  testator,  the  father, 
probably  married  at  a  date  prior  to  1735  the  first  shown  above, 
and  consequently  they  were  not  children  of  Mary  Bellton. 


Ref.  17  (V.14,  P.78,  V.17,  P.47  and  Vol.  15,  P.94)  discloses  that  when 

MARY  CHAMPION  married  Jonathan  Eellton  Apr.  19,  1728,  and  when  she  and  Margaret 
Hillman  married  into  the  Eastlake  family,  each  was  termed  "widow".  This  term 
probably  applied  to  Patience  (Erwin)  Hugg,  who  first  married  Gabriel  Hugg  on 
Apr.  10,  1728  (Ref,  17,  V.  14,  P.78)}  his  Will,  which  mentioned  wife  Patiepce, 
daughter  Hannah  and  an  expected  child,  was  dated  Sept.  13,  1736  and  proved  Nov. 3, 
1736  (Ref.  14,  V,  2,  P.2$l). 


REMARKS 

Regarding  the  appearance  of  JOSEPH^  MAPES,  JR.  in  South  Jersey,  it  can  be 
noted  that  there  is  no  further  record  of  him  at  Southold,  L.I.,  after  the  Census  of 
1698  (No. 4) 


The  maiden  name  of  Joseph's  wife  "CORSON"  is  not  learned  until  the  time  of 
her  second  marriage  (No.  11 ).  That  s&e  had  married  both  JOSEPH  MAPES  and  ROBERT 
CHAMPION  is  ascertained  by  the  Will  of  her  third  husband,  JONATHAN  BELLTON  (No. 19), 
in  which,  aftor  providing  for  his  wife  and  "three  children",  he  leaves  modest 
legaoies  to  Joseph  Mapes  and  Peter  Champion  who  wore,  without  doubt,  sons  of  his  wife 
by  her  former  marriages.  Joseph  was  called  "son-in-law"  instead  of  stepson,  a 
common  usage,  and  Poter  was  called  "son".  However,  while  Robert  Champion  had  a  sister, 
a  wife  and  a  sister-in-law  each  by  name  "Mary  Champion"  it  could  hardly  have  been 
Robert's  sister, undor  the  circumstances  set  forth,  who  married  Jonathan  Belton. 

Although  JOSEPH^  MAPES,  born  1714  (No.8),  would  have  been  old  enough  to 
have  married  before  1746  (No. 23),  and  as  we  have  discovered  no  marriage  of  Jonathan 
Bellton  prior  to  that  of  1728  (No. 1-4),  it  is  clear  .Joseph,  in  that  event,  oould  not, 
in  1735,  have  been  a  son-in-law  of  Jonathan's  whoso  oldest  daughter  Syndonia  did 
not  marry  until  1747  (No. 25). 

The  only  reference  to  what  might  be  Jonathan  Eelton's  parents  shows  on  page 
280,  of  Ref.  9  which  montions  a  Jonathan  Bolton  and  Hannah,  his  wife,  who  were  grant¬ 
ees  in  a  conveyance  by  Robert  Montgomery  and  his  wife  Sarah  on  Apr.  1,  1715.  Jona¬ 
than  Eolton  was  a  Shoemaker  and  came  from  Burlington  County.  The  name  "Belton" 
sometimes  has  been  read  as  "Eolton"  when  the  form  of  tho  e  in  the  old  writing 
resembled  an  o.

An  examination  of  the  names  of  those  present  at  the  wedding  of  ROBERT 
CHAJKP ION  and  MARY  MAPES  in  1715  (No.ll)  disoloses  only  one  by  name  "Deborah  Corson" « 
This,  then  in  connection  with  "Deborah  Corson,  spinster"  appointed  in  1731  (No. 16) 
to  administer  the  Estate  of  Peter  Corson,  might  be  interpreted  to  mean,  in  both  cases, 
that  she  was  the  daughter  and  not  the  wife  of  Peter  Corson.  Nevertheless  "spinster" 
in  those  early  days  did  not  necessarily  moan  an  unmarriod  woman  but  was  a  sort  of 
honorary  label,  or  title,  appliod  occasionally  to  a  married  woman.  In  this  matter 
the  latter  seems  to  have  been  the  case,  particularly  as  no  woman,  as  a  rule,  was  QP“ 
pointed  by  a  testator  or  the  court  to  administer  an  Estate  except  the  widow  of 
tho  deceased.  Mr.  Orville  Corson,  in  Ref.  16,  Vol.  1,  Page  33,  believes  she  was 
wife  of  Teter  e.nd  mother  of  Mary. 

In  Ref.  9,  Page  368,  llr.  Clement  thought  ROEERT  CHAMPION  had  not  yet  mar¬ 
ried  by  1720,  and  states  there  was  a  son  Petor.  However,  by  the  data  above  we  know 
Robert  was  married  in  1715;  furthermore  Mr.  Trowbridge  in  Ref.  10  says  that  Peter 
was  born  in  1716.  Robert  is  said  to  have  been  living  in  Philadelphia  and  to  have 
died  in  1727  before  his  father's  will  (No. 13)  was  brought  for  probate;  this  explains 
why  he  did  not  serve  as  executor  but  was  roplaoed  by  his  brother  Nathaniel.  We  have 
found  no  Will  or  administration  of  ROEERT  CHAMPION  oither  at  Philadelphia,  or 
indexed  as  being  at  Trenton  among  thoso  recorded,  unrocorded  or  inoluded  in  the 
Prerogative  Wills.  Thi3  should  be  borne  in  mind  rogarding  a  suit  mentioned  belcrw.

There  is  no  doubt  that  JOSEPH  MAPES  married  the  widow  of  Edmond  Somers 
and  not  his  daughter  Mary,  as  the  latter,  probably, was  only  about  eleven  (ll)  years 
old  when  Joseph  married  in  1746.  No. 10  specifies  Joseph  married  Mary  the  daughter  of 
Andrew  Steelman  which  identifies  her  aoourately.  Edmond's  daughter  probably  married 
in  1758  as  stated  in  No.  31.  We  are  emphasising  this  because  of  the  name  of  "Edmond" 
Mapes,  Joseph's  son,  as  it  is  most  unusual,  in  a  subsequent  marriage,  to  name  a  son 
after  the  wife's  former  husband. 


Referring  to  No.  29  and  the  suit  at  law  mentioned  therein,  we  learn  from 
Trenton  that  the  name  on  tho  original  inventory  reads  "Mary  Easley,  Executrix".  This 
is  strange  for  several  reasons; 

1.  We  have  found  no  Vfill  or  Administration  of  Robert  Champion. 

2.  If  the  namo  really  was  "Easloy"  she  would  not  have  been 

Robert's  widow. 

3.  Two  of  the  plaintiffs,  Mary  Champion  and  Samuel  Shivers,  were 

executors  of  Nathanial  Champion,  Robert's  brother,  and  if 
they  were  acting  in  that  capacity  it  must  have  beon  after 
June  10,  1748  (see  No. 26),  twenty-one  years  after  Robert's  death. 


We  might  suggest  that  those  preparing  the  Inventory  of  Robert  Hartshorne's 
Estate  (No. 29)  found  tho  name  spelled  "Eastleg"  but  wrote  it  down  "Easley".  If  it 
actually  was  Mary,  the  one  time  widow  of  Robert  Champion^it  means  she  was  living  at 
the  time  the  suit  was  brought  and  that  her  then  husband,  John  Eastlack,was  not  the 
one  who  married  Patience  Hugg  in  1741  a3  some,  seem  to  think.  The  suit  must  have  been 
of  importance  as  the  unpaid  feo  or  balance  thereof  was  E83.1.8.
